They argue that so long as Rus- 
sia stays out of the Axis alliance, 
and so long as the Soviet position 
is not perfectly clear, Bulgaria, too, 
should stay out. 

Informed persons said King Bo- 
ris might hesitate to fly in the face 
of this opposition, risking real in- 
ternal trouble. This does not mean, 
however, that Bulgaria will refuse 
other demands which Hitler is re- 
ported to have miade on Boris at 
their conference last Sunday. 

Even with Russia’s sympathy, 

diplomats said, Bulgaria is not 
strong enough to refuse these. Ac- 
cordingly, Bulgarian ministers may 
go to Berlin next week to learn ex- 
actly what is expected of them.

Total of 104 Returned in Three

Fifty-two more indictments 
charging violation of State liquor 
laws were returned by the grand 
jury. today, making 104 indictments 
in three days in the drive to clean 
up the retail liquor business in St. 
Louis. 

All but one of today’s indict- 
ments, like those returned Wednes- 


day, charge misdemeanors in sale 
of liquor on Sunday or after legal 
closing hours. The exception was 
a felony indictment charging sale 
of intoxicating liquor by a dealer 
who had only a license for sale of 
3.2 beer. 

Names of defendants were sup- 
pressed pending their arrest. Ca- 
piases were turned over to police, 
who were instructed to bring the 
defendants into court immedi- 
ately. 

Circuit Judge David J. Muruhy, 
sitting for Judge Ernest F. Oak- 
ley,-in whose court Wednesday’s 
indictments were filed and who was 
ill today, announced he would re- 
main court late today to approve 
bonds, which were fixed at $1000 
on the misdemeanors and $1500 on 
the felony. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
who filed the indictments, said 
some of the defendants were among 
the 42 individuals and two corpo- 
rations indicted Wednesday. The 
number of individuals named in to- 
day’s indictments was 45, he said. 
The grand jury has spent six 
weeks investigating liquor law vio- 
lations, hearing testimony of six 
State liquor control inspectors and 
a special investigator. The penalty 
on the misdemeanor charges, which 
will be tried in Court of Criminal 
Correction, is a fine of $50 to $1000 
and up to a year in jail, with auto- 
matic revocation of the liquor li- 
cense.

REPORT ON ITALIANS, 
AND JAPANESE SOON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
The Dies Committee promised to- 
day to follow up its German “white 
paper” with companion reports de- 
voted to alleged Italian and Japa- 
nese activities. 

The material set forth in its 
“white paper” on German activities, 
the committee charged, was evi- 
dence of a_i closely-integrated 
scheme of Nazi espionage, propa- 
ganda and planning in this coun- 


Informed sources said that an 
Italian “white paper,” similar to the 
500-page document released yes- 
terday on German activities, was 
being prepared by the committee 
and would be given to Congress 
within a few weeks. 

Committee investigators, mean- 
while, were reported actively pur- 


tions of persons the committee be- 
lieves to be identified with the 
Japanese Government, but the form 
of the report on this material has 
not been determined. 

The bulky document on Nazi ac- 

tivities issued yesterday contained 
dozens of exhibits which the com- 
mittee said were copies of records 
seized in various cities. Some were 
of letters, some of informal notes 
and some of unidentified state- 
ments, all represented as relating 
to phases of German efforts to 
establish contacts here with indus- 
trialists. 
The overall picture the committee 
said it found “apparent” was one 
principally of German propaganda, 
with a liberal sprinkling of “so- 
called military espionage,” and eco- 
nomic penetration. 


Wiedemann Denies Nazi Consulate 
Financed News Propaganda. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22 (AP). 
—Capt. Fritz Wiedemann, German 
Consul at San Francisco, denied 
yesterday that his consulate had 
been financing a propaganda news 
service for papers. Wiedemann is 
a personal friend of Adolf Hitler. 
In the World War he was Corporal 

Hitler’s commander. 

Wiedemann’s denial was made 
with reference to the Dies Commit- 
tee allegation that the German 
Consulate at San Francisco was 
linked with activities in the United 
States of a German news agency, 
“Transocean News Service.” (Not 
affiliated with any United States 
service.) 

“We buy the service for our own 
use and information,” Capt. Wiede- 
mann said. “It might be possible 
that in times past—though I really 
don’t know—that on very special 
occasions the service was furnished 
to a newspaper or two as a courtesy. 
“But I can deny emphatically 
that our office is buying the service 
for the benefit of anyone but our- 
selves.” 

Dr. Otto Denzer, German Vice- 
Consul, declined to comment on 
the Dies charge, saying he knew 
nothing of such matters. Denzer 
said they were handled by “Mr. 
Loper” (Herman Loper, Chancellor 
of the Consulate).

HOLD UP MAIL TO 
U. S: FROM EUROPE 


Carrier Disputes With Portugal 
Over Pay; Pouches Re- 
moved at Bermuda. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP).—The 


from 15 European nations was left 
at Lisbon, Portugal, by the Ameri- 
can Export liner Excalibur, which 
arrived yesterday. 

The mail, the paper said, was 
rejected either by ships officers 
or company agents because Portu- 
gal had not made payments to 
the shipping company on mail pass- 
ing through Portugal in transit. 
Diplomatic mail was unaffected. 


Only 164 bags of mail, less than 
one-tenth the usual amount, were 
loaded at Lisbon. All originated 
in Portugal. Of this, Bermuda 
censors removed 144 bags. 

The Export liners have been the 
last regular surface carriers of 
mail between the United States 
and Europe. Some mail is carried 
on the trans-Atlantic clippers. 

One of the 184 passengers aboard 
reported that Germany was using 
seized American cigarettes as a me- 
dium of foreign exchange. He was 
Frederick Hunt, third secretary of 
the American legation at Bucharest, 
who said the cigarettes were used 
especially in exchange for Ruma- 
nian oil. 

Hunt also asserted that the Reich 
was maintaining the largest com- 
mercial aviation and freight service 
of any country in Europe, largely 
through confiscation of American- 
made planes in invaded nations,

» TAFT BILL SEEKS 
A DEFENSE BOARD 
RUN BY ONE MAR 


Senator Proposes War Re- 
sources Administration to 
Supplant ‘‘7 Able Men 
Without a Chairman.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, asked 
Congress today to create a war re- 
sources administration under direc- 
tion of one man. 

He introduced a bill which would 
do this. 

“Now that Congress has respond- 
ed to the overwhelming will of the 
people by staying on the job in 
Washington,” said Taft in a state- 
ment, “nothing is more urgent than 
placing our defense organization on 
the most efficient footing that col- 
lective experience can devise. 

“We now have a National De- 
fense Advisory Commission made 
up of seven able men without a 
chairman. This body, however, is 
purely advisory and it is not clear 


whom the members are supposed| 


to advise. 

“Apparently each member re- 
ports to the President directly. So 
in effect we have seven new bu- 
reaus to co-ordinate existing bu- 
reaus and only the President has 
the power to co-ordinate the co-or- 
dinators. 

“While much good work and 
much progress have been possible 
under the present organization, 
the experience of past and present 
wars has proved the need for a sep- 
arate war resources group under 
the leadership of one man to give 
his undivided attention to the one 
vast problem of industrial team 
work for defense.”

WAS so excited my first day in 

London that I felt as if I were 

burning. I wanted to see every- 
thing and talk to everybody at 
once, 


The wire I had sent Ben Robert- 
son, PM correspondent in Lon- 
don, when I landed the day before 
got to him the day after I arrived. 
But I had had a telephone conver- 
sation with a representative of the 
Ministry of Information and had 
asked him to reserve me a room 
at the Dorchester. It was a good 
thing I had, because the hotels in 
London are full. None of the larger 
or better known of them have been 
bombed out, but so many Govern- 
ment officials who used to live in 
the country now stay in town and 
so many of the better off people in 
London have been bombed out and 
moved into the nearest hotel that 
there are few empty hotel rooms in 
town. 


(“Bombed out,” is technical slang 
universally used in London, It 
means, variously, either “rendered 
uninhabitable’—if used about a 
building—or “driven out of one’s 
quarters”—either living or working 
—if used about an individual fam- 
ily or greup of people.) 

The Dorchester is a modern 
eight-story building—high for Lon- 


don—facing Hyde Park, to the west, 
across Park Lane. My rooms, a 
bathroom, a bedroom with twin 
beds and a sitting room, arranged 
in that sequence, were on the sev- 
enth floor with a magnificent view 
over the city. At night while I 
lived there I made the bath into 
a darkroom, out of which window 
I could watch the fireworks while 
there were people and lights in the 
other rooms. 


Balloon Barrage 


Is All Over City. 


HEN I arrived I looked out 
Wee the wide windows and saw 

the balloon barrage for the 
first time. I had not seen it as I 
drove into London, although that 
is probably because I was in a 
Closed car. I do not know what 
other people who have only read of 
the balloon barrage imagine it’s 
like but I hai always thought of 
it as a ring of balloons around the 
outskirts of the city. 


In London, it is no ring at all. 
Balloons shoot up all over the city 
like stalks of a badly planted as- 
paragus bed. That first day scores 
of them floated over the city in 
the sunlight, here, there, there, 
here, there, there.

The balloons themselves have a 
front and a rear, the rear drooping 
down.

As they get 
higher they settled down and the 
pressure of the air becomes less 
and the back part inflates until, at 
full altitude, it stands out, awk-

duced. This, with favorable taxes, would 
certainly produce a decent return to 
many million acres of Middle Western 
farm land and would make some money 
for the alcohol blending and producing 
industry. 

But another factor enters. If the pow- 
er alcohol industrysever becomes a stable 
economic factor, it will accelerate the 
march of mechanization on farms, result- 
ing in industrial farming and throwing 
still more men out of work. Some of 
these would be taken into the alcohol 
industry, but not many. 

These are the facts as they now stand. 
Personally, I would like to see the power 

. alcohol program placed in operation. It 
; certainly is not a cure-all, and it will 
produce evils, but it might eliminate more 
f ; evils than it produces.

We need also to put an end to tax exemption for 
governmental securities. Under the long-established 
but obviously misguided policy, income from Fed- 
eral bonds and notes cannot be taxed by the states 
and income from state, municipal and other local 
government bonds and securities cannot be taxed by 
the Federal Government. 

This means a great area of tax-exempt income, as 
many a person of wealth has invested heavily in gov- 
ernmental securities with the definite intention of 
achieving relative tax immunity. This unsocial 
practice has been so common that the Wall Street 
Journal has referred to investment in these “tax ex- 
empts” as providing “a cyclone cellar for the rich 
man.” 

The base must be broadened and the tax immunity 
loopholes closed, and for the same essential reason. 
This is no picnic that the American people &’re em- 
barked on. It is serious business—as serious as busi- 
ness can be. Persons of high estate and low must 
be made fully aware of it. The one sure way to make 
them all aware is to require them to reach down 
into their pockets and pay their share of the cost. 
They will care more about it, they will be more in- 
terested in the wisdom and efficiency with which the 
defense program is carried out, if they are paying 
for defense until the paying really hurts.

Much has been said, in Britain particularly, about 
the failure of the British Government to state its war 
aims. Aside from Mr. Chamberlain’s generality at 
the outset of the war that the purpose of the war 
was to end Hitlerism, no program of objectives has 
been outlined. Mr. Churchill repeatedly has said 
ithe time for such a program has not arrived and, 
indeed, a case can be made for that point of view, 
considering the difficulty of Britain’s position. After 
all, self-defense comes above everything, and Britain 
is now preoccupied with that vital task. 

Nevertheless, Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labor, sat- 


know what they may expect in case of victory by 
saying that his war aim is social security. Mr. 
Bevin truly says that one of the main factors con- 
tributing to the war was the failure, after the last 
conflict, to build an economic structure based on 
humanity, citing chapter and verse to bear out his 
contention. With equal truth, he says that it does 
no good to speak to Europe’s millions in terms of 
“Gladstone liberty”—political liberty—because that 
alone is not enough. The people, he says, must be 
given a feeling of hope, an assurance that they may 
eat as well as vote. 

Herbert Hoover, who made a study of the origins 
of dictatorship in Europe some years ago, came 
away with the profound conviction that these origins 
were economic, that dictatorships arose because peo- 
ple lacked the necessary material things in life, 
a lack which gave rise, in turn, to discontent and toa 
willingness to follow almost any leader who prom- 
ised them food, clothing and a roof. Ernest Bevin 
is wise in his generation when he talks about giving 
the people security. He is wise wheh he utters the 
words, “Things never can be as they were. The old 
age has passed. A new age has to be built.” 

The horrors and privations of war can better be 
endured if the people may look to the horizon to a 
brighter tomorrow, a tomorrow whose first consid- 
erations are the needs of humanity and the end of 
special privilege. 
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MR. DAWES’ STATEMENT. 

In this time of pro-war pressure, it is encouraging 
to have so fine a presentation of the case against 
intervention -as that by Charles G. Dawes, former 
Vice-President of the United States, published today 
in our Mirror of Public Opinion. The statement is 
notable not only for its realistic position, but takes 
on great importance from the background of the man 
who makes it. 

Mr. Dawes is a retired General and a former Amer- 
ican Ambassador to England. These influences might 
form a conditioning factor toward intervention. Some 
of our most bellicose militarists are retired Generals 
and Admirals. Service at the Court of St. James’s 
made Walter Hines Page a rabid interventionist in 
World War days. 

Yet Mr. Dawes has been able to throw off these in- 
fluences, as well as another which he mentions: 
that of his British ancestry, and natural sympathy 
for the mother country’s cause. He has thrust all 
these aside, and returns a decided negative to the 
question, “Shall we now enter the Buropean war 
upon the assumption that it is necessary in the best 
interests of the United States?” In view of all this, 
Mr. Dawes’ reasoning carries weight. 
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WAR ON THE LABOR RACKETEER. 

The peacemakers in organized labor are having a 
discouraging time of it, but defeat, if such should 
be the result, can only postpone their ultimate vic- 
tory. Meantime, the American Federation of Labor 
has permitted an evil to develop under its own roof 
that demands a rigorous housecleaning. 

The labor racketeer has got to go. The resolution 
introducéd by David Dubinsky of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers, designed to correct this 
indefensible condition, should be adopted at the New 
Orleans convention, with means for its enforcement 
devised and set in motion. 

A few of the notorious characters have been 
purged. Scalise is no longer robbing New York’s 
helpless scrubwomen. Willie Bioff, having belatedly 
served his term as a convicted pander, has not re- 
sumed blackmailing command of Hollywood’s motion 
picture workers. In St, Louis the criminal activities 
of John P. Nick have ceased. But no credit accrues 
to William Green, as president of the AFL, or his 
associate officers, for those ousters. 

Mr. Green insists that the Federation, as the parent 
bady, may not interfere with the affiliated unions: 
they are autonomous concerns, he says, for whose 
conduct the Federation has no responsibility and in 
whose government, or misgovernment, he may not 
officially interfere. 

With such moral indolence the decent rank and 
file of organized labor, along with public opinion, 
has lost patience. 

If Mr. Green and his fellow-executives at the head 
of the Federation will not wage war on the criminal 
gangsters that have muscled in on labor, they should 
be removed and their places filled by leaders 
equipped for the high duties of leadership.

AST week at a small gathering of my 
L comrades of the Seventeenth Engineers, 

A. E. F., living in Chicago and vicinity, 
I gave my views informally on the possible 
intervention of the United States in the 
present war. A condensed and somewhat in- 
accurate report of what I said was published, 
and I have received requests to state more 
fully my position on this important subject. 
There must be many others like myself 
who feel that at this particular and critical 
juncture of international affairs they should 
obey the promptings of conscience and ex- 
press themselves as opposed, in the best in- 
terests of the United States, to its interven- 
tion in the present European and Asiatic 
wars. We should do this while the policy of 
intervention has not yet been decided upon 
and we are still at peace. 

. * od 
If the awful calamity of war engulfs us, 
debate ceases, and we as a people will stand 
unitedly behind our Government, as we now 
stand unitedly behind the policy of proper 
military preparedness. 
I make this statement as a call to duty 
to a group of Americans who are sympa- 
thetic with the heroic and struggling peo- 
ple of Britain—who, like myself, have been 
inarticulate—who have not been influenced 
by acrimonious debate and who have been 
deeply troubled by their inability to be con- 
vinced that the ultimate interests of the 
United States and Great Britain are indisso- 
lubly united. 
Our position up to this time may be con- 
sidered weak by those whose favorable and 
no doubt conscientious opinions on interven- 
tion were early formed, 
I am one of those who favor aid to Brit- 
ain short of war and confess that-I approve 
this policy notwithstanding a sense of its 
tendency to bring us into war. In the in- 
terest of honesty, I omit here the excuses 
and ethical generalizations often invoked in 
this debate to conceal human instincts, and 
admit that my English and New England 
descent in large measure accounted for my 
willingness to have my country assume this 
risk, . 
But now—right now—when many deter- 
mined men are organizing to bring pressure 
upon the President and Congress for direct 
intervention of the United States in this for- 
eign war, it is my clear duty, and the clear 
duty of all those who are in the same posi- 
tion and oppose intervention, to stand up 
and be counted for what they believe in their 
hearts is for the best interests of our coun- 
try, irrespective of the conflicting claims of

Britain, with the acquiescence of our Gov- 
ernment, has now made contracts with 
American manufacturers for a vast number 
of airplanes, the delivery of which is current- 
ly increasing the aerial power of Britain and 
should in time put her nearer an equality 
with Germany in the number of planes with, 
however, a superiority of quality in equip- 


ment, 


Neither side is likely to run out of air- 
planes, nor does it seem that naval block- 
ade of food supplies will be effective except 
over long years. Great Britain, with her 
great preponderance in naval _ strength, 
should be able to protect her food convoys, 
and Germany, while in the last war her mo- 
rale broke after four years of Allied food 
blockade, in this war will receive additional 
supplies from the Danube Valley and other 
European sources,

NAZI DIPLOMACY 
PROVIDES GLIMPSE OF 


WORLDWIDE PROGRAM

the diplomatic activities of the last 
few weeks indicate that the pos- 
sibility of intensified operations in 
the Mediterranean cannot be over- 
looked. Italy had moved against 
the British positions in Africa. For 
Germany to strike the .ong way 
around the Eastern Mediterranean 
and support the Italian campaign 
would require at least the passive 
agreement of the Balkans and, 
above all, Turkey. 


Far Eastern Moves. 


The recent visits here of Rus- 
sian Premier-Foreign Commissar 
Molotov and the German Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, Franz von Papen, 
may have included such topics, al- 
though official confirmation of any 
sort is lacking. There is reason to 
believe, though, that Molotov was 
urged to abandon Russia’s tradi- 
tional entrance in the Dardanelles 
and to seek a rapprochement with 
Japan, possibly involving the de- 
lineation of Japanese and Russian 
spheres of interest in China, and a 
free hand to Russia to the south in 
event the British Empire  col- 
lapses. There are indications al- 
ready in both Moscow and Tokyo 
of closer collaboration. 


Increasing pressure is being put 
on Turkey to declare itself in on 
the new order. Not yet clear, how- 
ever, is the possible outcome of 
Russia’s continued desire for bases 
in the Bosphorus, for territorial ex- 
pansion in Finland and for closer 
co-operation with Bulgaria. 


France’s part becomes, then, al- 
most the only other continental 
problem. Apparently, the Govern- 
ment at Vichy has not yet com- 
pletely decided for itself who will 
be the winner and the recent con- 
versations of Hitler, Marshal Henri 
Petain and Foreign Minister Pierre 
Laval presumably were designed to 
speed a decision, 


Tighten Rein on France. 


France would like to work both 
sides of the street, but the Ger- 
mans are having none of it, and 
the kind of a peace settlement that 
ultimately is offered to France 
probably will depend on how posi- 
tive or negative the French atti- 
tude is. Well-informed German 
newspapers say that “a way of pas- 
sive collaboration” has been opened 
to France. 

Remaining, too, is what the Ger- 
mans describe as the “European- 
African states problem.” But the 
plans for this portion of the new 
world order, they say, are taking 
“firmer shape.” For some time a 
scheme for joint trusteeship of 
Africa has been under considera- 
tion. 

Almost the only activity which 
does not fit such a picture is the 
Italian campaign in Greece. So 
far, it remains a private und k- 
ing of the Fascists, and diplomatic 
relations continue between Berlin 
and Athens—a fact which the haste 
of the Italian action may perhaps 
go far to explain. 

There is point, however, to the 
story of the German woman who 
saw a group of prisoners on the 
street the other day and asked a 
soldier guard, “Who are those peo- 
ple—Greeks?”

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CHANNING POLLOCK 
IN GITY FOR LECTURE 


Playwright  Disillusioned by 
Audiences in First 50,000 
Miles of Speaking Tour. 


Channing Pollock, author of 31 
plays, hove into town today, 50,000 
miles out of Long Island with 10,- 
000 miles to go before Christmas 
on a lecture tour which began 
Jan. 1, and declared with energy 
surmounting weariness that then 
he’s going to quit. 

“Nobody listens,” he told report- 
ers in his room at Hotel Chase. 
“Nothing you ever say ever does 
any good. People never learn by 
precept, example or experience. We 
arrive at certain conclusions by 
hypnotism—by hearing them 5000 
times from the cradle to the grave 
—by prejudice, or personal inter- 
est,;and nobody can ever tell us 
anything. 

“When my route took me into 
Pennsylvania before election, Will- 
kie had been speaking through that 
country. I had four hours for a 


40-mile drive. So I’d- hop out at 
towns and big plants, tell the driver 
I'd meet him around the corner, 
and dive into every throng I saw. 

““Did you hear Willkie?’ I’d ask. 
They had. ‘What did he say?’ 

“In four hours I never did see 
anybody who could tell me what 
he said. 

“They hissed my lecture. on 
democracy for 10 minutes the other 
night in Milwaukee. I suggested 
that they might save breath for 
debate, for which time was set 
aside, instead of wasting it all be- 
tween their teeth. When time for 
questions came around, I said, 
‘Now we've got a swell time to 
talk out our differences; let ’er 
go.’ There were three questions, 
none of them important.” 

But, the playwright declared, 
he’d “rather have a hissing audi- 
ence than the other kind; there’s 
no use talking to people who al- 
ready agree with you.” He said 
he had been asked to give the 
democracy talk tonight, but replied 
that he’d prefer to give it Sunday 
night, “and then get out’ of town.”

New Deal favorite, how to treat the 
businessmen, ‘ 

The need for a decision on the 
part to be played by businessmen 


jin the Government is inherent in 


the problem confronting the Presi- 
dent. In the existing defense set- 
up, authority and responsibility are 
complexly dispersed between the 
Defense Commission, the War and 
and other 
branches of the Government. With 
such a cumbersome mechanism, the 
best that any one hopes for is a 
continuance of the present tempo of 
rearmament. A tremendous speed- 
up is highly unlikely. Yet the fates 
of Coventry and Birmingham sug- 
gest, all too clearly, that there must 
be a speed-up if we are to be sure 
of meeting the grim war crisis 
ahead. : 


As the long-term defense plans 
are generally excellent, no speed- 
up can be hoped for unless Ameri- 
can industry is put on a footing 
of total emergency. The defense au- 
thority and responsibility now so 
widely dispersed must be concen- 
trated in a single agency. Men 
must be found to work from the 
existing plans, yet to drive industry 
to turn out defense material twice 
as fast and in twice as large quanti- 
ties as the plans call for. 

A real sernbe of emergency has 
not yet seized the country. In- 
dustry cannot be driven by execu- 
tive fiat. Thus the men who are 
to drive industry successfully must 
command industry’s confidence 
and obtain industry’s consent. They 
must, in the present state of poli- 
tics, be businessmen themselves.

“Businessmen Not Tough.”’ 


HIS is the practical situation. 

Many New Dealers argue that 

Government men are better 
able to drive industry than  busi- 
nessmen, since “businessmen wont’ 
get tough.” Even among the 
fieriest New Dealers, however, 
only a small minority maintains 
that the needed powers can be 
got from Congress, or the required 
support found in the country, if 
the new task-masters of industry 
are chosen among Government 
men, For example, when Lord 
Beaverbrook put the English air 
industry on an emergency footing, 
he threw out bodily the manage- 
ments of the Bolton-Paul and two 
other air plants. They were inef- 
ficient, and they had to go. Sim- 
ilar soft spots exist in our in- 
dustry, yet they can hardly be 
dealt with satisfactorily if a great 


defense setup 
fully planned, chiefly by 
the President himself with the aid 
of Harry L. Hopkins and Robert 
H. Jackson, with the end in view 
of utilizing the skills of business 
men without granting them real 
predominance. The order for its 
establishment was only issued un- 
der strong public pressure for some- 
thing of the sort. , Undoubtedly, the 
President would have preferred to 
prepare national defense “through 
the regular Government channels.” 
Factors in the Struggle. 
HUS the conflict of ideas in- 
T voivea in the struggle over re- 
organizing the defense setup is 
seen to be a conflict over how far 
the business men can be trusted. 
There can -e little doubt as to the 
President’s confidence in and re- 
spect for such individual recruits 
from the ranks of business as Wil- 
liam 8S. Knudsen, Edward R. Stet- 
tinius and James Forrestal. The 
trouble is that many of the men 
around the President, and probably 
the President himself, are inclined 
to feel that even the best of busi- 
ness men inevitably treats his fel- 
lows too softly. 

Among businessmen, there is a 
tendency to suppose that every 
member of the administration has 
the same Robespierre-ish instincts 
as the most sea-green incorruptible 
in the purlieus of the Labor Rela- 
tions Board. And among Govern- 
ment men, unhappily, there is an 
equivalent failing, by which it is 
often assumed that every business- 
man,is as bad as Insull. Thus sub- 
stantial business profits are eyed 
with suspicion. It is felt that 
stringent tax laws must be enact- 
ed to prevent general pillage. The 
constant impulse is to treat busi- 
ness rough. 

Such are the controlling factors 
in the current struggle. Those who 
hope for a really drastic change 
in the defense setup argue practi- 
cal necessity, and point to the dan- 
ger abroad. Those who oppose 
claim that if the business class is 
handled too tenderly, the support 
of the mass of the people will be 
lost. As has already been stated 
in this space, the two sides are so 
evenly balanced that matters are 
likely to be let slide for a while. 
As for the eventual victory, none 


can predict whose it will be.

Maverick, who will speak at 8:15 
o’clock at Sheldon Memorial, 3646 
Washington boulevard, said “we 
should give England everything she 
needs and not even put it on the 
books, just thank God we are able 
to give it.” 

The former Congressman, who 
said he might run for Mayor again 
next May, was not prepared to say 
what percentage of planes and oth- 
er war material this country should 
retain for its defense. He urged 
the cultivation of a public attitude 
of an “aggressive spirit” coupled 
with the determination to stay out 
of war. Hitler has so developed 
land power, he said, that it was 
comparable in efficiency to Eng- 
land’s empire-building sea power of 
by-gone days and threatened to en- 
velop that country. 

Maverick, who said ue wished he 
was physically able to get in the 
army, was wounded in the Ar- 
gonne Oct. 4, 1918, while leading 
a company of the %wenty-eighth 
Infantry, First Division. He said 
Congressmen should beware of 
“pacifist groups with no sense of 
reality” who visit Washington, 

Previously a severe critic of the 
Dies Committee, Maverick said he 
had grown “more circumspect” al- 
though he believed agencies such as 
the FBI should handle matters per- 
taining to espionage and sabotage. 
Chief use of a congressional com- 
mittee, he thinks, is to crystallize 
public sentiment. The Dies Commit- 
tee, he added, “might be O K if 
it doesn’t go too far.” *

SUGGEST MERGING 
OF SMALL TOWNS 


Report Says Continued In- 
corporation Will Be Ob- 
stacle to Orderly Devel- 
opment of Entire Area. 


Consolidation of many of  S8t. 
municipali- 
ties rather than continued incor- 
poration of new ones was urgvud 
as a step toward orderly county 
development in a report made pub- 
lic today by the St. Louis County 
Planning Commission. 

The report was prepared to guide 
residents of areas wishing to incor- 
rate and to assist the County 
Court in deciding whether to grant 
incorporation to such areas, R. R. 
deArmond, commission chairman, 
said in a statement accompanying 
the report. 

As a result of the recent forma- 
tion of a large number of smali mu- 
nicipalities the county has become 
a “patchwork quilt” of incorpo- 
rated and unincorporated areas, 
the report says. 

Can’t Provide Own Services. 

“There are now 41 incorporated 
areas in the county,” it continues. 
“TLe majority are small and in- 
ca,sble of providing their own 
services. As an example of this a 
movement is under way in one por- 
tion of the county for nine cities to 
build one fire department. If this 
movement to incorporate small 
areas continues, a bad obstacle will 
be placed in the path of orderly 
county development. The duplica- 
tion of taxing bodies will result in 
inefficiency and waste of taxpay- 
ers’ money.” 

Of the 41 municipalities, 21 of 
them, mostly villages, have incor- 
porated since 1934. Nine of the 21 
are close together in the Normandy 
area, on both sides of Natural 
Bridge road. It is these nine 
which are consideriing a joint fire 
department. Most of the _ resi- 
dents are now served by the Pine 
Lawn Volunteer Fire Department 
on a contract basis. 

Since the major object of incor- 
poration is to provide such essen- 
tial services as fire and police pro- 
tection, streets and sewers, an in- 
corporated area should contain 
enough assessed valuation to pay 
for them, the report asserts. 

While this problem is a financial 
one and should be the subject of 
an exhaustive survey, it is evident, 
the report continues, that an ex- 
penditure of at least $30,000 a year 
is needed to provide minimum és- 
sential services. On the basis of a 
levy of 50 cents on the $100 valu- 
ation, an assessed valuation of 
$6,000,000 would be required to pro- 
duce $30,000. Only seven of the 
county’s 41 municipalities have an 
assessed valuation of $6,000,000 or 
more and 24 of the 41 have valu- 
ations of less than $1,000,000. 

The seven larger municipalities, 
all supplying essential municipal 
services, with population, assessed 
valuation and tax rate, are as fol- 
lows: University City, 32,863, $41,- 
115,948, 89 cents; Webster Groves, 
18,328, $17,616,950, 70 cents; Clayton, 
13,872, $25,885,277, 57 cents; Maple- 
wood, 12,833, $9,211,468, 67 cents; 
Richmond Heights, 12,747, $12,931,- 
896, 67 cents; Kirkwood, 12,087, $9,- 
069,190, 65 cents, and Ladue, 3976, 
$11,937,549, 40 cents. 


Some Advantages. 

Citing various reasons given for 
incorporation, the report lists zon- 
ing protection, building control and 
traffic control in addition to essen- 
tials like fire and police protection. 

On zoning, the report says: 
“While a. municipality might be 
able to adopt a more restrictive 
zoning ordinance than one adopted 
for the whole county, and while it 
might be better administered, it is 
believed that this advantage will be 
almost completely offset on adop- 
tion of the Comprehensive Zoning 
Ordinance for St. Louis County.” 

On building control: “Municipal- 
ities can insure a good type of 
building construction through in- 
corporation. It is believed, how- 
ever, that a study of the smaller 
communities incorporated in the 
last several years would indicate 
that few, if any, have adopted a 
building code. Such a code is a 
highly technical regulation and re- 
quires much time and study. Fur 
thermore, it is difficult to enforce 
and requires an experienced build- 
ing commissioner. While there is no 
code for the county, steps are now 
being taken to secure the necessary 
legislation and to establish such a 
code in 1941.” 

Traffic control: “Incorporated 
cities can establish speed limits 
and insure more safety. This is a 
desirable objective and, while it is 
possible for a municipality to es- 
tablish a speed limit, it is almost 
impossible for a small municipality 
to enforce the limit.”

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Consideration of Measure 


Deferred at Least Until 
Monday—Only 45 Mem- 
bers Show Up. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Less than half the Senate showed 
up for work today and the result- 
ant recess deferred action on the 
controversial Logan-Walter bill at 
least until Monday. 

Two roll calls showed only 45 
Senators present. Forty-nine mem- 
bers must be present to take final 
action on any legislation. 

Proponents of the Logan-Walter 
bill, which is designed to facilitate 
court appeals from Government 
agencies, had said previously that 
they feared the lack of a quorum 
might prevent action on the meas- 
ure, which administration leaders 


have opposed. 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico, said he was confident his mo- 
tion to take up the bill would be 
approved, but he feared that so 
many Senators had gone home to 
stay that there might be difficulty 
in mustering the necessary quorum. 

When the Senate finds it lacks a 
quorum, two courses are open—it 
can adjourn until the next day or 
instruct the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
bring in absent members. 

Hatch said supporters of the bill 
would be reluctant to resort to the 
latter course, although they were 
determined to obtain a vote on the 
legislation. De:-to-day adjourn- 
ments, without possibility of a final 
vote, would kill the bill when Con- 
gress ends, it was pointed out. 

Meanwhile, a poll taken by op- 
ponents of the measure was said 
to have indicated that if all Sena- 
tors were present and voting, it 
would be approved in its revised 
form by a margin of more than 
10 votes... 

Hatch said he thought it might 
win by a wider margin, because 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
had eliminated from the House bill 
several clauses which had aroused 
objections of the Senate opponents. 

On the other hand, Senator 
Barkley of Kentucky, the Demo- 
cratic leader, called the bill “un- 
satisfactory” in its present form. 
He said he would urge that the 
Senate refuse to consider it now. 

Barkley also told reporters he 
expected no other business to be 
brought before the Senate this ses- 
sion, although Chairman Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, has announced that

COMMUNIST FRED E, BEAL’S 
PRISON TERM CUT 7 YEARS 


Former Labor Organizer May Be 
Released From North Carolina 
Prison in 1945. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 22 (AP). 
—Gov. Clyde R. Hoey cut seven 
years today from the prison sen- 
tence of Fred Erwin Beal, former 
Communist labor organizer who 
was serving 17 to 20 years for sec- 
ond degree murder. Under the new 
sentence, Beal may be released 

from prison in 1945. 

Beal was convicted in September, 
1929, in connection with the fatal 
shooting of O. F. Adernholdt, Gas- 
tonia Police Chief, in a_ textile 
strike riot in Gastonia. Hoey, at 
that time a parcticing attorney, was 
employed at Beal’s trial as counsel 
for the prosecution. 

Hoey in a statement said: “For 
the benefit of all who may be in- 
tersted in this case, I may say that 
while this crime grew out of a 
labor strike and a Communist up- 
rising, Beal was not convicted be- 
cause he was a Communist.”

HONGKONG, Nov. 22 (AP).—The 

Chinese Central News Agency said 
today two Japanese warships sank 
with many casualties after striking 
Chinese mines in the Yangtze River 
near Tungliu, South Anhwei Prov- 
ince. 
A dispatch to the British-owned 
China Mail said Siam had rejected 
a Japanese request for permission 
to move Japanese forces through 
Siam and also to establish military 
and navy bases there. The dis- 
patch said the request was made 
some time ago but all references to 
it had been barred by Siam author- 
ities, 


In Vichy, France, the Govern-

BOMBED U. S. PLANE 
FACTORY SALVAGED 


By C. YATES McDANIEL. 

PAWLEYVILLE (Loiwing), 
China-Burma border, Nov. 22 (AP). 
Japanese bombs have checked but 
not ended a seven-year successful 
American effort to build warplanes 
in China for the Nationalists of 
Generalisssimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Japanese planes flew 600 miles 
across the mountains of French 
Indo-China, and trespassed  Brit- 
ish Burma, Oct. 26 to blast China’s 
only aircraft manufacturers from 
their plant. They killed or wound- 
ed 70 Chinese workers and drove 
from their homes 40 Americans and 
3500 Chinese in this modern town, 
which the American Intercontinent 
Corporation created in this remote 
valley in the southwesternmost 
corner of China. 

Plant Manager C. W. Hunter of 
Enid, Ok., and his staff, working 
day and night, have progressed so 
far toward salvaging equipment 
and materials from the battered 
buildings that they are prepared to 
reassemble it again in mat sheds 
scattered among the bamboo 
groves to avoid again presenting 
an easy target. 

Americans are rushing the build- 
ing of straw shacks to house their 
families on the hillsides across the 
Burma border, where the disas- 
sembled plant machinery is shel- 
tered beneath the trees. 


These American plane builders 


are veterans at makeshifts to 
meet the fortunes of war. When 
they were bombed from their first 
plant at Hangchow in the early 
days of the inese-Japanese war 
they moved 450 miles up the 
Yangtze to Hankow and there 
manufactured new planes and 
patched air casualties that helped 
the Chinese slow the Japanese 
westward drive until Chiang Kai- 
shek established his base at 
Chungking. 

Before the Japanese captured 
Hankow the Americans packed 
plant and personne] and started a 
1200-mile rail, water and road 
trip that ended in this valley. 
Here the Americans erected a 
model American community for 
themselyes and their Chinese work- 
ers in a place so remote that few 
Chinese have penetrated or been 
welcomed. 

While their doctors fought ma- 
laria—which first sickened 35 per 
cent of. the personnel—and then 
bubonic plague, the plant engineers 
set up the equipment which pro- 
duced several score American war- 
planes for China before the Jap- 
anese planes found their retreat. 


Many Japanese Troops From North 
China Reported Moving South. 
SHANGHAT, Nov. 22 (AP).—Con- 
siderable numbers of Japanese 
troops were reported today to be 
withdrawing from Shantung Prov- 
ince in Northern China amid evi- 
dence of growing Japanese concen- 
trations in the South. 

Foreign sources said a steady 
stream of Japanese troops has 
been leaving Shantung by railroad 
for a week. These sources said 
they were embarking on transports 
at Tientsin and Tsingtao, and were 
believed to be headed south toward 
Formosa and the Japanese-occu- 
pied island of Hainan, 

Some casualties among the with- 
drawing forces indicated the Chi- 
nese were keeping up their pres- 
sure on Shantung, where there 
have been guerrilla raids recently 
on railroads. 

Travelers reported sighting five 
Japanese transports off the mouth 
of’ the Yangtze River, apparently 
carrying soldiers withdrawn from 
river garrisons. 

Foreign sources said they inter- 
preted these movements as evi- 
dence that Japan is planning a 
new southward thrust, possibly 
with the Frenth Indo-China port 
of Saigon as a first objective, All 
agreed, however, that it is conjec- 
tural when Japan might act.

NLESS you are one of those

Child's Table Manners 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE are houses where meal- 
T time is a nightmare because 

of the children’s table manners 
and the incessant faulfinding of 
their parents, 

“Susie, how many time am I to 
tell you to close your mouth when 
you eat?” “For heaven’s sake, 
Robert, keep your fingers out of 
your plate. A pig in the trough 
has nothing on you.” “There. A 
perfectly fresh table cloth ruined. 
Leave the table. You'll never 
learn.” 

Corrections such as these are 
not going to teach children good 
table manners, for they are exam- 
ples of the worst possible taste in 
behavior at the table. 

Children must be taught to eat 
properly from the time they first 
use a spoon and a cup until they 
are prepared to sit -t table with 
the finest lady in the land, It is 
then that they are taught gently 
and persistently to keep lips 
closed when chewing, to use spoon 
and fork and knife correctly, to 
drink without chokirg, and swallow- 
ing without gasping, to keep their 
hands where they belong and ob- 
serve the conventions of the well- 
served table, If this training is 
ignored until its lack makes eat- 
ing with the children a trial of the 
soul, the children are not to blame. 
But mealtime is not the place for 
eorrection. 

Take the unmannered young 
person aside and tell him how his 
lack of manners is annoying other 
people. Tell him what this ig- 
norance is going to cost him. Give 
him a book on manners. Then 
have a teacher give him lessons 
in table deportment, if necessary. 
Do anything but pick on him at 
the table in the presence of the 
family and friends. 

The dinner table is the one place 
where the family comes together 
during the day. It ought to be, it 
must be, an hour of peace, ease, 
gracious intercourse. The talk 
should be light and laughter ought 
to be frequent so that the food can 
perform its duty of nourishing the

Prepare the children for the table 
conventions by starting their train- 
ing when they start eating. Don’t 
take them to the table before they 
are able to sit still and use their 
spoons, forks and cups easily. Do 
the training on the occasions that 
offer personal privacy. Set the 
children the right example.

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PLAYS LEAD in HIS OWN COMEDY 


Elliott Nugent Didn't Want Role for Fear He'd Fail After Years of Telling Others How to Act

CHICAGO, Nov. 22. 

OR the past eight years or so, 
as a Hollywood movie director, 

Elliott Nugent has spent his 
time showing some actor or actress 
how not to be a ham. Now as an 
actor himself and star of a comedy 
of ‘which he is also co-author, the 
man of the movie mills is doing 
his stuff for the public. As Prof. 
Tommy Turner of “The Male 
Animal,” Nugent has already re- 
ceived the okay of New York and 
Chicago audiences. On Sunday 
night when the show moves into 
the American Theater for a week’s 
run, he will make his bid for St. 
Louis approval. 

“I make no bones about the fact 
that I had some bad moments 
when I was trying to decide wheth- 
er or not to act in this play,” Nu- 
gent told me as we sipped a high- 
ball In his Chicago hotel.

Nugent happens to be taking the 
lead in his own play because of 
what he calls “a _ secret plot” 
hatched up by James Thurber, the 
gent whose loony line drawings 
brighten the sophisticated pages of 
the New Yorker and with whom 
Nugent collaborated on “The Male 
Animal.” 

The story really goes back to 
the days when Nugent and Thur- 
ber were classmates at Ohio State 
University. They promised each 
other that some day they would 
write a play together, but some- 
how, although they remained bud- 
dies through the intervenifig years, 
they never got around to any con- 
centrated effort on the subject un- 
til about a year and a half ago 
when Thurber showed up at Nu- 
gent’s California home one day, 
put on a bathing suit, laid down 
in the California sun and an- 
nounced that he intended to stay 
there until the promised play was 
written. 

“Thurber had an idea or two and 
I had an idea or two and we put 
them together and in three months 
we emerged with “The Male Ani- 
mal,’” Nugent laughed. “Then we 
laid it aside while Jim went to New 
York to write a book and do some 
work for the New Yorker and I di- 
rected the ‘Cat and the Canary’ 
with Bob Hope and Paulette God- 
dard. Then Jim came back to Cali- 
fornia and when we got around to 
talking about casting, I discovered 
that he had all along been nursing 
this secret plot that I play Prof. 
Tommy Turner. Well, I did play it 
for a week in Los Angeles while we 
looked around for somebody that 
Thurber and I could agree on for 
the lead, but at the end of the week 
I walked out and announced that I 
positively would not play it in New 
York.”

FTER the Los Angeles test run, 

Nugent and Thurber did a bit of 

rewriting on their masterpiece, 
and then took it to New York for 
casting. Still Nugent insisted that he 
would not act in the play, but Thur- 
ber had the support of Mrs. Nugent 
in -his “secret plot” and the finale 
of the argument found Nugent 
grudgingly consenting to have a go 
at the role of Prof. Tommy Turner 
on Broadway. 

“I didn’t even take my makeup 
with me to New York, but when I 
got there I discovered that my wife 
had taken care of that little item,” 
Nugent said. “She had brought 
along an old makeup kit I had had 
for 10 years. I thought, well, may- 
be the thing won't last long enough 
to make it, worth my while to buy 
new makeup, so I used the old stuff 
and got a rash that made me look 
like I had German, Irish and Bel- 
gian measles all at the same time.” 

The stale makeup was left-over 
evidence of the days when Nugent 
was an actor and before he desert- 
ed the legitimate boards to make

his fortune in Hollywood. After 
leaving college, he fooled around in 
the theater and finally landed his 
first New York role in “Dulcy.” In 
this historical production there was 
a young actress named Norma Lee 
who became Mrs. Nugent during 
the run of the show and who has 
maintained that title ever since and 
in spite of Hollywood. 


During the next eight years the 
young and ambitious Nugent 
worked hard and achieved some 
success as an actor—notably in 
“The Poor Nut”’—and also collab- 
orated on the writing of five or 
six plays with his father, J. C. Nu- 
gent. Then he went to the coast, 
with not much respect for the pic- 
ture industry, but with an idea 
that it was a nice place for a man

The first few years of Nugent’s 
Hollywood sojourn he spent act- 
ing before the cameras, but in 1932 
he began directing. How he began 


his directing career, co-author 
Thurber describes as a process of 
“outfoxing and outgaffing the 
movie men.” 

“Nugent held the sound rights 
for a certain play for which the 
movie men held all the other 


rights,” Thurber explains. “They 
offered him money, but he didn’t 
want money. He wanted to direct 
a movie in return for the sound 
rights. They offered him more 
money; they offered him polo 
ponies, pearls, fig newtons, but he 
was adamant. In the end he wore 
them down. They let him direct 
a movie and he went on directing 
movies, very expertly, for about 10 


‘years. His last one “The Cat and 


the Canary,’ was a big personal tri- 
umph for him as a director. Its 
success Was so great that the movie 
men began hauling out all the oth- 
er old mystery plays of the Nineteen 
Twenties in the hope that they 
could get Nugent to direct them.” 

But Nugent was once more ada- 
mant. He told the film boys that 
he intended to give up movies for 
a while and write a play with 
Thurber. Of course, he hadn't ex- 
pected Thurber to plot against him 
and maneuver him into playing the 
lead in the play, and once having 
played a successful New York run 
he hadn’t intended to go on tour 
with the play and what with his ex- 
tended absence the Hollwood boys 
are right now telephoning and tele- 
graphing frantically that all is for- 
given and will Nugent please come 
home and direct the new Bob Hope 
picture which has been tentatively 
entitled “Nothing But the Truth.”

ND now for a few strictly per-

Nugent. Thurber describes El- 
liot Nugent’s even-tempered and 
unexcitable disposition by saying 
that “he only gets mad on the sec- 
ond Sunday in October of the even- 
numbered years which are divisible 
by four.” 

Nugent himself says he’s always 
in such heated debate with himself 
that he hasn’t time to tangle with 
anybody else. And he doesn’t trust 
first impressions. For instance, he 
didn’t think much of his wife when 
he met her. A few weeks later 
he married her. Thurber he dis- 
liked on sight. Now Thurber has 
been his best friend for 20 years. 

As for Hollwood, Nugent is neith- 
er hot nor cold.

A fair to middling tennis player, 
Nugent once won, with Fredric 
March, the doubles championship 
of the Beverly Hills Tennis Club 
and he still hasn’t quit talking about 
it. He detests coconut, parsnips and 
mayonnaise and would live on 
steak unless restrained by Mrs. 
Nugent. He is the papa of three 
daughters—Lee, 15; Barbara, 13, 
and Nancy, 7.

Frequent splashings with warm 
water, followed by cold tends to 
tone the skin and muscles by stim- 
ulating the flow of blood to the 
face.

Why. South - 
~ Should Not 
Double Bid

N the recent self-rating examina- 

tion, whenever the possibility of 

a penalty double entered the pic- 
ture, the bridge public split into 
warring factions. It is superobvi- 
ous that players do not see eye to 
eye in this department. Take Ques- 
tion 11, for example: 

Neither side vulnerable, the bid- 


ding proceeds: 

West North East South 

1 diamond 1 heart Pass 3 hearts 
3notrump 4 diamonds ? 


You are South and hold: 
@AJ96 910652 $3 AKIO4 

What call do you make? 

In framing this question, I was 
blissfilly unaware that South would 
have to make a three-way decision. 
It boiled down, I thought, to the 
simple problem of passing, to let 
North make the final decision, or 
bidding four hearts. 


To my great surprise, several 
thousands of the answers sent me 
for rating maintained thai South 
shouid not merely give North the 
opportunity to double; that South 
himself should double “because 
North could take it out, if he 
chose.” This seems to me a re- 
markable case of mistaken identity. 
Why should South, holding a sin- 
gieton diamond, viz., a dislike of 
that suit, presume or anticipate 
that North probably will double 
and take that action for him, This 
sort of bidding pilosophy would 
knock out the entire principle of 
forcing passes which, I asvure 
readers, is a very sound principle 
indeed. 

North may have the sort of hand 
that is “close” between a four- 
heart bid and « double of four 
diamonds. If you let him make 
his own decision it is likely to be 
the correct one; if you double, you 
are taking control of a situation in 
which you should be only an inter- 
ested bystande:.

South’s jump rebid slashed the re- 
quirements by about one and one- 
half honor tricks. Even with a 
six-card suit headed by A-Q-10, a 
player should have 44% honor 
tricks for this semi-forcing rebid. 
The fact that North had passed 
originally made South’s “stretch” 
all the more questionable. 

Perhaps: North should not have 
leaped all the way to a slam, even 
after South’s misleading rebid, but 
there was some logic in his feeling 
that, if South was bidding correctly, 
there must be a reasonably good 
play for 12 tricks. 

West opened the heart king. De- 
clarer ruffed and met his first bit 
of excellent luck when he was able 
to draw the outstanding trumps in 
two rounds. The diamond ace then 
was cashed, and a low club was led 
to the queen. Now, on the play of 
the king and queen of diamonds, 
“poor East had to surrender his 
jack, and the diamond ten disposed 
of dummy’s next-to-last club. After 
that, declarer had only to concede 
a club trick to the ace. He could 
ruff his own third club in dummy. 

Obviously, if the trumps had 
broken 3-1 (the more likely break) 
or if the diamond jack had been 
guarded by one more card, the op- 
timistic slam contract would have 
met defeat.
